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PROTESTING residents 
will take to the streets as 
they fight to convince 
council chiefs to save 
their local waste site. 

A march is being plan¬ 
ned for Saturday, April 2, 
as a show of support to 
keep Newmarket’s house¬ 
hold waste recycling 
centre open. 

The site, in Depot Road, is set 
to close on May 9 as part of cost¬ 
cutting measures by Suffolk 
County Council. 

But moves to save it are being 
discussed by Forest Heath Dist¬ 
rict Council and Newmarket 
Town Council. 

The town council has pro¬ 
posed the protest march, which 
is expected to start from the 
town’s leisure centre in Exning 
Road and will continue to the 
waste site. 

The town council is also 
considering organising a protest 
outside the county council’s 
headquarters in Ipswich as well 
as holding a special meeting. 

Cllr Peter Hulbert told a town 
council community service 
committee meeting: “We just 
can’t sit here and do nothing. 
There’s a lot of bad feeling in the 
town about this. We must do 
something.” 

Cllr Bill Burch said: “I’ll do 
everything I can to obstruct that 
place from closing.” 

Cllr Richard Fletcher said 
although the protests “may do 
some good”, the county council 
would be more likely to change 
its position if there was a 
financial solution.

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Pedestrian crossing 
gets cash promise 


A CAMPAIGN for a pedestrian 
crossing has been boosted 
with the promise of £5,000 
towards the cost. 

But the crossing - needed 
mainly for mums and children 
to get across Exning Road, 
Newmarket - is expected to 
cost around £35,000. 

Ian Bedford, one of the 
leaders of the campaign, told 
town councillors: “We find it 
confusing as we thought 
Suffolk County Council was 
responsible for allocating 
funds towards approved cross¬ 
ings.” 

He said cash could be coll¬ 
ected from residents towards 
the cost of the crossing. 

But county councillor Bill 


Sadler said there could be 
other funding sources as well 
as the £5,000 from the county’s 
“quality of life” budget. 

Mr Bedford said: “If anyone 
should contribute it should be 
Forest Heath District Council 
and the developers (of the 
Phantom and Moreton stud on 
George Lamb ton Avenue).” 

He said the district council 
and housing associations had 
agreed there should be a 
“refuge” crossing in Exning 
Road but it had not been 
provided. 

Most of the children from 
the new homes attend Hould- 
sworth Valley Primary School 
and cross Exning Road twice a 
day.

Closure of the waste site 
would save around £200,000, 
the council was previously 
told. 

He said more efforts should 
be made to seek a contribution 
from neighbouring East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council after it was revealed 
that 54 per cent of the waste 
deposited at Newmarket came 
from Cambridgeshire villages 
around Newmarket. 

Cllr Mick lefferys, the mayor, 
said Suffolk County Council 
should be asked to postpone 
the closure for six months to 
allow time for talks about 
saving the site to take place. 

“It’s irresponsible of Suffolk 
County Council to put this on 
us so quickly,” he said. 


But Cllr Lisa Chambers, 
Suffolk county councillors for 
Red Lodge and Newmarket 
and cabinet member for waste 
at the county council, said it 
would not be possible to delay 
the closure. 

She said alternatives were 
being considered such as 
taking more electrical goods to 
the Open Door charity, based 
near the recycling site, a local 
composting scheme and using 
commercial recycling comp¬ 
anies. 

After the meeting a spokes¬ 
woman for Forest Heath 
District Council confirmed 
that a meeting had been 
scheduled for March 23 
between senior council officers 
and the county council’s waste 
chief to discuss the issue.

Now six members of the gang 
have been jailed, at Snaresbrook 
Crown Court, for their part in a 
series of raids dating from 2007. 

Det Insp fason Hendy, of the 
Metropolitan Police Service's 
Flying Squad, said: “This result 
follows a lengthy operation 
designed to target violent 
individuals who would stop at 
nothing to secure large sums of 
money by force. 

“They operated as a pro¬ 
fessional criminal network 
making sure they stole the best 
vehicles to carry out the most 
brazen raids. We dedicated 
significant resources to track 
them down and ensure we built 
a strong case to present to 
court.”

Lee Watson, 43, of Beckton, 
was convicted of four armed 
robberies and admitted a 
charge of conspiracy to burgle. 
He was given 16 years jail. 

Andrew McCracken, 31, of 
Dagenham, was convicted of 
three armed robberies between 
2007 and 2008. He was senten¬ 
ced to a total of 15 years' 
imprisonment. 

lames Cook, 29, of Dagen¬ 
ham, was convicted of one 
count of conspiracy to burgle in 
2009 and was sentenced to 20 
months' imprisonment. 

Scott Guy, 36, of no fixed 
address, was given nine and half 
years jail after being convicted 
of one armed robbery in 2009.

Four Britons are thought 
to have died in the earth¬ 
quake but the details of 
only Mr Coppeard and 
chef Gregory Tobin, 25, of 
Tadcaster, North Yorkshire, 
have been confirmed. 

The death toll in Christ¬ 
church had reached 166 
by Monday morning.

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Death crash 
too ill for to 
court date 

A MAN charged with causing 
the death of a 3-year-old boy 
while driving a Jaguar without 
insurance failed to attend a 
court hearing. 

Ahmed Aldubaili, 30, 
formerly of Centre Drive, 
Newmarket, is charged with 
causing death by dangerous 
driving, death by driving 
when unlicensed and driving 
while uninsured following a 
crash on October 23. 

Toddler Henry Blacklock, 3, 
sustained fatal injuries in the 
collision and his father Martin 
Blacklock, from Newmarket, 
was seriously injured. 

Henry was in the front 
passenger seat of a Renault 
Clio driven by his father when 
he was killed. 

Henry died at the scene of 
the crash which occurred at 
7pm on October 23 on the 
B1063 in Ashley. 

Aldubaili was due to appear 
at Cambridge Crown Court 
on Monday, but failed to 
appear because he was 
unwell. He is currently living 
at a clinic in Windsor. 

Judge Gareth Hawkesworth 
accepted doctors’ reports into 
his condition and he was 
ordered to appear at a hearing 
in Cambridge on April 5.

Council to 
pay costs of 
plans battle 

A COUNCIL has been ordered 
to pay a housing association’s 
costs, believed to be several 
thousand pounds, after losing 
an appeal over a controversial 
development. 

A planning inspector has 
allowed the development, at 
Millbank, Newmarket, to go 
ahead despite opposition. 

Anthony Davison has 
ordered Forest Heath District 
Council to pay the costs 
incurred by the Flagship 
Housing Group in fighting the 
appeal over plans to demolish 
4J lock-up garages and build 
four bungalows for wheel¬ 
chair users. 

He ruled the council had 
acted unreasonably by opp¬ 
osing the scheme against its 
officers’ advice. He found the 
council guilty of unreason¬ 
able behaviour resulting in 
unnecessary expense. 

Mr Davison said the loss of 
the garages would not pose a 
threat to road safety or lead to 
obstruction of the traffic flow 
- as had been argued by 
residents.

Council U-turn may open door 
for betting shop on High Street 


A COUNCIL U-turn could 
lead to the arrival of a town’s 
J2th betting shop. 

Bookmaker Paddy Power 
could now be set to take over 
an empty shop in Newmarket 
High Street. 

The plans were opposed by 
the town council, which has 
argued that Newmarket needs 
to retain retail shops. 

Until this week it appeared 
that survey information from 
Forest Heath District Council 
supported the town council's 
view. 

But now the district council 
has admitted that wrong 
information was given about 
the number of retail shops in 
Newmarket and a new survey 
of businesses in the town has 
shown that the betting shop 


would not reduce the number 
of “proper” shops below a 
threshold of 65 per cent. 

At the same time the district 
council has accepted that an 
estate agent’s plans to convert 
another empty shop in the 
High Street was rejected on 
the basis of incorrect 
information. 

The estate agent, Simon 
Morris, of Morris Armitage, 
has been invited to reapply for 
planning permission. But it is 
understood that he has 
already sold the former 
Harwayes lingerie shop where 
he was hoping to move. 

Council planners are now 
recommending approval of 
the Paddy Power application 
for change of use of the 
former D2 clothing shop. The 


application was considered 
this week by Forest Heath’s 
delegation panel, which has 
decided to send it to the full 
planning committee in April. 

Cllr Keith Bovill, deputy 
mayor, said: “We’re very dis¬ 
appointed at the misinform¬ 
ation we were given from 
Forest Heath which has made 
us look foolish.” 

Cllr Glenn Edge said: “We 
still feel there’s a disprop¬ 
ortionate number of non¬ 
retail uses in the town centre.” 

Cllr Joy Uney said the New¬ 
market Retailers’ Association 
opposed the betting shop and 
estate agent plans and was 
trying to promote more retail 
businesses. 


Waste 
site plan 
opposed 

PROPOSALS to allow 
a waste recycling site 
to be used more at 
weekends and Bank 
Holidays are set for 
approval - despite 
opposition from 
parish councils and 
residents. 

Cambridgeshire 
County Council’s

THREE best friends are 
taking their fight against 
cancer on the road after 
one of them was diag¬ 
nosed with an incurable 
form of the disease.

Suffering from the painful 
side-effects of constant chemo¬ 
therapy, the 39-year-old turned 
to his old school friends Paul 
Golding, 40, and Martin 
Isaacson, 40, for support. 

Paul, from Burwell, is now 
preparing to cycle 60 miles 
from London to Cambridge in 
July to raise money for Bowel 
Cancer UK after Martin gener¬ 
ously donated £300 to get him 
started. 

Jonathan, who is now under¬ 
going a rare clinical trial at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital, said 
he would not have made it this 
far without the help of his 
friends. 

The former book shop man¬ 
ager told the Weekly News : “We 
all grew up together in Lode 
and have been life-long friends. 

“I was diagnosed a few years 
ago and I am still having treat¬ 
ment which is pretty harsh. The 
side-effects have been quite 
nasty but, along with my 
family, these two have been 
supporting me the whole way. 

“I would not have made it 
this far without the help of my 
friends.” 

Father-of-two Paul, who is 
cycling 20 miles every weekend 
to get in shape for the race on 
July 24, said: “We have grown 
up together so it made sense to

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Police oppose 
bar’s longer 
opening hours 

POLICE are opposing a bar’s bid to stay 
open until 3.30am. 

Suffolk police have objected to the 
application by Unique bar, in Sun Lane, 
Newmarket, to extend opening hours on 
Friday and Saturday night from 2am. 

Insp Becky Kidd-Stanton, who is in 
charge of licensing, said the extra drinking 
time would compromise the four 
licensing objectives - prevention of crime 
and disorder, public safety, prevention of 
nuisance and protection of children from 
harm. 

She said, in a letter to Forest Heath 
District Council, that statistics and 
information about the bar for the past six 
months had led to the objection. 

She plans to contact the bar’s manage¬ 
ment to get more information and try to 
mediate police concerns. 

Punch Taverns, the company which 
runs Unique, has applied to the council 
for a licence to allow music, dancing and 
other entertainment to continue until 
3am with a 30-minute “drinking up” 
period to make the closing time 3.30am. 

The company has said it will reduce the 
volume of music at 1.30am and will not 
allow anyone in after 1.30am. It said the 
measures were designed to prevent 
nuisance as well as crime and disorder. 

The bar’s application is due to be 
considered by the district council’s 
Licensing Act sub-committee tomorrow. 

It is the latest bid for later opening 
hours by a Newmarket-based business. 
The town already has two night clubs and 
other bars which have late licences.

Drink-driver 
banned after

DRINK-DRIVER Dale Isaac¬ 
son has been banned from 
the road after he crashed 
his car into a signpost.

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Council chief under 
fire over free trips 
and ‘life coaching’

A COUNCIL boss making 
£42 million in cuts has 
come under fire for spend¬ 
ing more than £14,000 on a 
“life coach” and accepting 
free trips to the United 
States from a company with 
a controversial multi-mill¬ 
ion pound council contract. 

Andrea Hill, 46, chief executive 
of Suffolk County Council, is one 
of the country’s highest paid 
council chiefs. 

There was controversy over her 
salary of nearly £220,000 - £70,000 
more than her predecessor - when 
she was appointed three years ago. 

Mrs Hill, who worked at Cam¬ 
bridge City Council between 1994 
and 1999 where she was assistant 
chief executive, is paid more than 
the Prime Minister. 

Among the cuts being made by 
her council is the closure, in May, 
of the Newmarket household 
waste recycling site which has led 
to protests from residents.

request revealed that Mrs Hill 
spent £14,188 of taxpayers’ money 
to a “professional coach” who 
charges more than £500 an hour. 

In a new revelation highlighted 
by a national newspaper it is 
reported she also had two week- 
long visits to the United States 
paid for by BT. 

The council is in a partnership 
with BT and Mid-Suffolk District 
Council to operate Customer 
Services Direct, an organisation 
which was set up to handle bill 


payments to the councils and 
provide information about ser¬ 
vices. 

The cost of the organisation has 
risen from £300 million over 10 
years to £427 million. 

A spokeswoman for Taxpayers’ 
Alliance said: “It is crucial that 
those spending taxpayers’ money 
choose the contracts that give the 
best value - not the ones that give 
the best perks.” 

Cllr Bill Burch, former mayor of 
Newmarket, said: “I think it’s bad 
for someone who needs an adviser 
to tell her how to do her job to tell 
us we’ve got to close our waste tip. 
If they gave half her salary they 
could keep the tip open.” 

Sally Marlow, the county coun¬ 
cil’s head of HR, said: “Andrea Hill 
is responsible for a programme of 
significant change and delivering 
£125 million of savings over the 
next four years. 

“The chief executive receives 
personal development to support 
her in her role. 

“The amount spent on this 
personal development has been 
over a three-year period and is in 
line with training normally 
provided to senior officers.” 
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Airman was ‘trying 
to stop a gunman’ 


AN American airman 
based in Lakenheath 
may have been trying to 
stop a gunman when he 
was killed in an attack 
on a bus at Frankfurt 
Airport. 

But senior US Air Force 
officers have refused to 
reveal what part Senior 
Airman Nick Alden played in 
the incident. 

The 25-year-old, who was 
married with two children 
aged 3 and 1, was part of a 
15-member security forces 
team from Lakenheath on 
their way to Afghanistan 
when a lone gunman opened 
fire on their bus. 

The bus driver was also 
killed. He was Airman 1st 
Class Zachary Cuddeback, 
21, from Virginia, who was 
stationed at the Ramstein 
base in Germany. 

Two other members of the 
Lakenheath team suffered 
gunshot wounds and remain 
in hospital - one in a critical 
condition and the other in a 
serious condition. 

Snr Airman Alden was 
from Williamston, South 
Carolina, and had been 
based at Lakenheath since 
November. His wife Trish and 
their two children had 
moved to England with him. 

His mother told an Amer¬ 
ican paper that she under¬ 
stood he had been trying to 
stop the gunman when he 
died. 

Snr Airman Alden, joined 
the US Air Force in May 2007, 
and was previously based in 
Alaska. He is reported to 
have also served in Iraq. 

A flag ceremony in his 
honour was performed at the 
Lakenheath base by fellow 
members of the base’s 48th

Security Forces Squadron 
where his role was described 
as “journeyman.” 

Floral tributes were left 
around flagpoles outside the 
base hospital. 

Col lohn Quintas, comm¬ 
ander of Lakenheath’s 48th 
Fighter Wing, said: “Nick 
Alden was typical of the 
young airmen serving in the 
US Air Force today. 

“He made an immediate 
impact on his arrival. 

“We are doing all we can to 
care for his family here and 
his extended family in the 
US.” 

He said he could not 
comment on the role Snr 
Airman Alden may have 
played in the incident while 
it was still being investigated. 

Criticism has been levelled 
at the use of a military bus 
with a uniformed driver to 
collect the Lakenheath team, 
who are believed to have 
been in civilian clothes, from 
the airport. 

Col Quintas said: “The 
security and safety of our 
service members is of the 
highest concern. We take all 
the measures we can to 
minimise risks.”

Protesters’ 
no to store 


A NEW protest was staged against 
plans by Salisbury's to open a 
mini-supermarket in what is 
currently a launderette. 

Residents of Exning Road, Newmarket, 
and nearby streets turned out for a second 
time in less than a month to demonstrate 
their opposition to the scheme. 

More than 400 people have objected to 
the plans by Sainsbury’s to convert the 
Clean Machine launderette into a “local” 
store. They have argued Sainsbury’s plans 
to have a licence to sell alcoholic drinks 
up to 11pm will add to anti-social be¬ 
haviour. 

They have also complained it will put 
the neighbouring Costcutter store, run by 
Raj Mahil and his wife, out of business. 

Louise Hamilton, who lives in Field 
Terrace Road almost opposite the shop 
and launderette and is spokeswoman for 
the campaign, said: “Scaltback Drive, the 
road between the two shops, is a dead¬ 
end road, it is very narrow and would 
form the entrance and exit to the very 
small car park at the back. 

“Scaltback Drive is also access to over 
100 homes and a scrap metal merchants. 
We think the already dangerous Scaltback 
Drive /Exning Road junction would be¬ 
come extremely congested and dangerous 
for both motorists and pedestrians if this 
went ahead. The risk to local school 
children walking to and from school past 
the site would increase.” 

Ms Hamilton said Costcutter had 
reduced its opening hours because of 
anti-social behaviour and Sainsbury’s 
plans would increase the problem. 

She said: “We have been in touch with 
Sainsbury and they say they intend their 
stores have a positive impact on the local 
community. We would argue the negatives

far out weigh the positives where this site 
is concerned and urge them to reconsider. 

“We feel this is the wrong site, espec¬ 
ially at a time when Newmarket High 
Street needs a boost, the last thing we 
should do is take trade from the town. 

“We would certainly taste the difference 
and it would not be palatable if Sainsbury 
come here. We have been in touch with 
our MP and will take this protest further.” 

A Sainsbury’s spokeswoman said: "We 
are confident our convenience store will 
be a positive addition to the area, bringing 
greater choice and value to local 
shoppers. 

“We are aware of the concerns raised 
regarding traffic and deliveries and will 
work with the local planning authority to 
address any concerns. 

“We have applied to deliver to the front 
of the store from Exning Road as we 
believe this is the most suitable location 
for our delivery vehicles. 

“There is an existing car park to the rear 
of the store which can be used by any 
customers who wish to drive to the store 
but on the whole our customers tend to 
walk to the store. 

“We have also submitted a premises 
licence. The times submitted in the 
alcohol licence application are standard 
for most Sainsbury’s stores across the 
country to allow for consistency and 
flexibility. 

“We will only sell alcohol during the 
hours the store trades which are Tam¬ 
il pm. The alcohol licence application in 
no way affects the opening hours of the 
store, which are a planning issue.”

Police rapped after 
woman is murdered 

Stalker killed her with a bolt gun on same day she rang for help 


A POLICE force has 
been criticised for fail¬ 
ing to send an officer to 
see a woman who was 
later murdered by a 
man who was harassing 
her. 

Mary Griffiths, who taught 
fitness classes at Newmarket 
Leisure Centre, was killed by 
obsessed stalker fohn Mc- 
Farlane after he broke into 
her home in Bury St Edmunds 
in the early hours of the 
morning. 

He dragged her outside and 
shot her with a bolt gun, 
normally used for slaught¬ 
ering animals. 

Earlier that night, at around 
6pm on May 5, 2009, Ms 
Griffiths called Suffolk police 
to complain that McFarlane 
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was harassing her. 

The call was graded as non¬ 
urgent and at around 9.45pm 
the police called her back and 
arranged to visit her the next 
day. 

But at 2.45am, McFarlane, 
now 41 and serving a sen¬ 
tence of at least 30 years in 
prison, broke in and killed 
her. 

Independent Police Com¬ 
plaints Commissioner (IPCC), 
Rachel Cerfontyne, said, in 
her report published last 
Thursday: “The investigation 
found that based on the evi¬ 
dence gathered and existing 
force policies and guidance, 
while the call from Ms 


Griffiths was graded correctly, 
the police should have dis¬ 
patched an officer to visit her 
home at the earliest available 
opportunity on the evening of 
May 5, rather than wait until 
the following day. 

“However, sadly, nothing in 
either call between police and 
Ms Griffiths made an urgent 
police response imperative or 
could reasonably have predic¬ 
ted what was so swiftly to 
follow. 

“And it cannot be said that 
the attendance of a police of¬ 
ficer that evening would have 
prevented Mr McFarlane 
committing the horrific crime 
he did.” 

She said civilian control 
room operators and super¬ 
visors had received additional 
training as a result. 


Chief Supt Stewart Gull, of 
Suffolk police, said: “We have 
co-operated fully with the 
IPCC throughout its inves¬ 
tigation and we fully accept 
the recommendations made. 

“Prior to the completion of 
the IPCC investigation, Suf¬ 
folk Constabulary took steps 
to make changes to the pol¬ 
icies, procedures and training 
provision around the dealing 
of harassment calls. 

“I would like to reassure 
people in Suffolk that all the 
recommendations have been 
taken on board and are being 
acted upon. 

“We receive a number of 
calls reporting harassment on 
a daily basis - each one is 
carefully and individually 
assessed to ensure an ap¬ 
propriate police response.”

Stadium neighbours 
get £20,000 payout 


A COUPLE have been 
awarded more than 
£20,000 by a judge for 
disturbance from a near¬ 
by stadium and motor¬ 
cycle track. 

But the damages payout to 
fireman Raymond Shields and 
Katherine Lawrence - who said 
the noise from Mildenhall Stad¬ 
ium and the nearby Motoland 
UK motocross track blighted 
their lives - will be dwarfed by 
the six-figure lawyers’ bills run 
up during the 11-day High 
Court case. 

fudge Richard Seymour QC 
said he was satisfied noise from 
the stadium, which hosts 
speedway events, banger and 
stock car racing, constitutes a 
nuisance and interferes with 
the couple’s enjoyment of their 
home, Fenland, which is 500 
metres away. 

However, he dismissed 
claims that incidents of “har¬ 
assment” the couple said they 
suffered due to the stand they 
took over the noise could be 
blamed on any of those invol¬ 
ved in owning or operating the 
venue. 

fudge Seymour ordered Dave 
Coventry, one of the stadium’s

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owners, and operators Moto¬ 
land, to pay 60 per cent of the 
couple’s legal costs bills, 
estimated at £400,000. 

However, Mr Shields and Ms 
Lawrence must pay the legal 
bills of the other defendants. 

For the noise nuisance, the 
judge awarded the couple total 
damages of £20,850. 

Of that sum, £10,325 must be 
paid by Dave Coventry, £10,425 
by Motoland UK Ltd, which 
operates the track, and £100 by 
lames Waters, a district coun¬ 
cillor who owned the stadium 
between 2005 and 2008. 

The couple’s damages claims 
against other defendants, in¬ 
cluding the freehold owners of 
the track, Terence Waters and 
Anthony Morley, were either 
earlier withdrawn or dismissed 
by the judge. 

The judge imposed an in¬ 
junction requiring strict noise 
monitoring, to start on fanuary 
1 next year or when the couple’s 
home, damaged in a fire they 
said was linked to their com¬ 
plaint, is habitable again.

Mum of meningitis survivor 
backs awareness campaign 



T rust your instincts and 
seek help if you think 
your child has 
meningitis. 

That is the message from a mother 
spearheading a campaign to raise 
awareness about new methods of 
detecting meningitis - a disease 
which almost claimed her 1-year-old 
daughter’s life. 

Suzy Ashworth’s daughter Faith 
spent four days in intensive care at 
Addenbrooke’s after she was 
diagnosed with the killer disease. She 
has since made a full recovery 
The 36-year-old solicitor, from 
Swaffham Bulbeck, is now asking 
other mothers to trust their instincts 
if they fear something is wrong. 

She is backing a new report by the 
Meningitis Research Foundation 
(MRF), which says six symptoms - 
pain, a rash, stiff neck, dislike of 
bright lights, confusion, and cold 
hands and feet - can differentiate the 
disease from other ailments which 
have symptoms like flu. 

The charity has also found that half 
of children with meningitis are not 
diagnosed the first time they go to the 
doctor for help. 

Mrs Ashworth, whose daughter is 
now 6, said: “The doctors weren’t sure 
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what it was and said I should go 
Addenbrooke’s because we were so 
close. 

“She was immediately diagnosed 
and spent four days in intensive care 
and nearly died. 

“She spent another eight days on 
the ward, and although she made a 
full recovery, there were so many 
children on the ward who did not. 

“One child I saw suffered brain 
damage and another was left deaf. 
One in 10 cases of childhood meni¬ 
ngitis die and there are severe 
disabilities for four in 10. That’s why 
it is so important to catch it early.” 

Chris Head, MRF chief executive, 
said: “Not everyone with meningitis 
and septicaemia gets all the 
symptoms. 

“Children with septicaemia may 
not have a stiff neck or dislike of 
bright lights. Children with menin¬ 
gitis may not get a rash. 

“That’s why it’s important for 
parents to trust their instincts and not 
be deterred from seeking medical 
help again if their child gets worse 
after being seen by a doctor.”

Driver cleared 
of road deaths 


A JURY has unanimously 
cleared an electrician of 
causing the deaths of two 
Brazilian circus artists by 
dangerous driving. 

Ian Cooper broke down as the 
not guilty verdicts were read out 
in Cambridge Crown Court on 
Monday. 

Mr Cooper had been charged 
with causing the deaths of 50- 
year-old Rita De Cassia Silva and 
19-year-old Driele Castilho Lima 
after crashing into their caravan 
and Chrysler people carrier on the 
All near the Four Went Ways 
junction last March. 

Mrs De Cassia Silva died at the 
scene and Miss Lima died a week 
later in Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
from her injuries. 

The court heard they were part 
of the Romiero circus troupe 
which had performed in Great 
Yarmouth the night before the 
accident and set off early to travel 
to Sicily for their next tour. 
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The seven-seater Chrysler was 
packed with two young children 
and nine adults. It got a puncture 
and pulled over on the All, but 
the caravan was left partially on 
the carriageway. 

Soon after 6.30am, Mr Cooper, 
a 31-year-old crane electrician 
who was driving to work at the 
Olympics site in Stratford, east 
London, smashed into the back 
of the caravan where many of the 
Chrysler passengers had been 
keeping warm while they awaited 
recovery. 

During the week-long trial, the 
jury heard the account of 
Wellington Silva Romero, 32, who 
was driving the Chrysler and 
watched as his mother Rita died 
and cousin Driele fought for her 
life, describing the crash as “just 
like being in the cinema”. 

Mr Cooper, of Mill Road, 


Mattishall, Norfolk, gave his own 
account and said he had no 
memory of seeing the caravan 
until he was moments from 
hitting it. 

He said: “There was just a 
caravan suddenly there and it just 
exploded into my van. I remember 
seeing the back of it and I 
remember the impact. 

“There was so much blood.” 

He denied speeding or being 
distracted from driving by his 
mobile phone or sat-nav, and 
added that he had relived the 
seconds before the crash over 
and over in his mind every day 
since. 

After hearing the verdicts, Mr 
Cooper thanked the jury from the 
dock and then embraced his 
family in the public gallery. 

fudge Jonathan Haworth 
thanked the jury for their efforts. 

He said: “These are never easy 
cases to try and agree on. Thank 
you for the care you have shown 
throughout the case.”

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‘Doorstep sport’ 
cuts crime and 
bad behaviour 


A STREET sport programme has 
helped cut crime and anti-social 
behaviour. 

Now the programme, run by Anglia 
Community Leisure, has been recognised 
by a national body and is due to be 
expanded. 

The street sport sessions have been 
awarded a StreetMark by StreetGames, a 
national charity which develops sport 
with disadvantaged communities and 
makes sport accessible to young people 
regardless of their social circumstances. 

Keiran Williams, community sports 
leader for Newmarket-based Anglia 
Community Leisure, said: “StreetGames 
believes that no one should miss out 
simply because of where they live or how 
much money they have so they help local 
people to establish what they call 
‘doorstep sport’ - sport where they want 
it, when they want it and how they want 
it. 

“At our busiest session last year, we had 
60 people turn up to take part so it seems 
that ‘doorstep sport’ really works.”

In the summer holidays last year a 
week of activities in the St Johns area of 
Mildenhall was credited with helping 
reduce anti-social behaviour by 5.3 per 
cent. 

Further sessions were held between 
September and November when criminal 
damage offences fell by 20 per cent. 

Insp Neil Ireland, who heads the Forest 
Heath police Safer Neighbourhood Team, 
said: “The Street Sport programme has 
had a positive effect on anti-social 
behaviour and criminal damage in St 
Johns and the wider Forest Heath area, 
with anti-social behaviour in Mildenhall 
going down by 16 per cent overall during 
the last 12 months. 

“Suffolk Constabulary fully supports 
the scheme and we hope it will be able to 
run again this year.”

John Smith, store manager, said: “Josie 
has seen three generations of the 
supermarket, as it were.

Bugs frozen out to save old tapestry 


NAUGHTY little nibblers 
munching their way 
through an ancient work of 
art have been frozen out - 
literally. 

Experts cleaning an 18th- 
century French tapestry at 
Anglesey Abbey found it 
was occupied by some 
unwelcome guests - web 


moth larvae. 

They could see the tiny 
creatures wriggling in the 
fabric, and realised the 
tapestry was in danger of 
being gobbled up. 

So they called in a 
specialist team of 
conservators in Suffolk who 
have used a deep-freeze 


technique to kill off the 
pests. 

The tapestry was wrapped 
in a protective jacket and 
put into a super-cold 
freezer at Ipswich Museum, 
where it was subjected to 
temperatures of 
-40C for several months. 
The richly-coloured work 


was re-hung in time for the 
National Trust property’s 
reopening yesterday. 

A spokeswoman said: “The 
people cleaning the 
tapestry could see larvae 
wriggling before their eyes. 
“It is one of the many 
treasures accumulated by 
Lord Fairhaven.”

COMPUTER-animated heroes 
come in all shapes and sizes. 

A tiny clownfish called Nemo, a 
weedy Viking boy called Hiccup 
and a flatulent green ogre called 
Shrek overcame the odds to 
become unlikely masters of their 
destiny. The underlying 
message of these films is clear: 
all creatures can achieve 
greatness with hard work, 
courage and good luck. 

Director Gore Verbinski lassos 
this heart-warming sentiment 
and corrals it to the Wild West 
for a rootin’ tootin’ adventure in 
the company of a comic 
chameleon. 

Rango is an amusing romp and 
John Logan’s script is peppered 
with earthy one-liners that 
should have parents and 
teenagers chuckling. 

However, families who are 
prospecting for box office gold 
should beware: Verbinski’s film 
doesn’t cater for young viewers. 
There’s no slapstick, almost no 
cuddly critters and the tone is 
rather dark, whether it be an 
armadillo called Roadkill (voiced 
by Alfred Molina), whose middle 
section is squished by a tyre on 


the highway, or the image of 
several varmints with nooses 
around their necks, preparing to 
fall from the gallows. 

A lonely chameleon (voiced by 
Johnny Depp) is stranded in the 
Mojave Desert, where he meets 
a desert iguana called Beans 
(Isla Fisher). She takes him to 
the town of Dirt, which is on the 
brink of collapse because the 
water supply is running low. 
Wandering into the saloon, the 
chameleon re-christens himself 
Rango and pretends to be a 
famous gunslinger. 

The townsfolk are thrilled to 
have found themselves a hero 
and Rango becomes the town 
sheriff, who must protect the 
locals from predators including 


Rattlesnake Jake (Bill Nighy). 

A mouse called Priscilla (Abigail 
Breslin) believes that Rango will 
find water and save the 
community from extinction. 
Rango is a feast for the eyes. 
The animation is immaculate, 
down to tiny details such as the 
way the characters’ fur moves in 
the desert wind or the glint of 
tears in their eyes. 

Set pieces are breathlessly 
orchestrated including an 
opening sequence on the 
highway that sees the hero 
ricochet at breakneck speed 
between moving vehicles. 

Depp plies his usual verbal 
schtick as the insecure lizard 
and co-stars deliver lively vocal 
performances.

Clever plotting gets results 


G ood organisation is 

crucial in any vegetable 
plot - as well as a great 
memory if you haven’t enough 
labels to hand when you first 
plant out your veg. 

Planting the same crop in the same 
place year after year can be a recipe 
for disaster, as the same nutrients are 
sucked up and pests and diseases 
pertinent to that crop may still be 
around. 

So crop rotation, an extremely old 
system invented by farmers to 
control pests and diseases before the 
days of pesticides, is a good way to 
maintain good soil hygiene and keep 
it more evenly balanced, with the 
addition of lots of organic matter 
where it is needed, of course. 

The traditional method is to divide 
the ground into three or four plots or 
beds then move groups of vegetables 
with similar needs from one bed to 
the next annually. 

By grouping the greedy feeders 
together in one area you can 
maximise its value, perhaps as it may 
be necessary to manure only that one 
area per year. Then the plot you add 
organic matter to is changed each 
year so that the whole garden is 
manured every three years. 

The three main groups are legumes 
(peas, beans, spinach, Swiss chard, 
sweetcorn), brassicas (the cabbage 
family, sprouting broccoli, 
cauliflower, kale, swede, turnip,

Brussels sprouts) and root crops 
(carrots, celeriac, beetroot, garlic, 
courgette, parsnip, tomato, onion and 
shallot), with potatoes in a fourth 
bed. Permanent crops such as 
asparagus and rhubarb can be grown 
in a plot which is not rotated. 

Fit in salad leaves wherever there 
is space, which is often in the gaps 
between rows of bigger, slower crops, 
and try to be organised enough to 
sow lettuces every couple of weeks in 
summer or you’ll end up with a glut 
of lettuces one week and none the 
next. 

If you have a small garden and 
only room for a few vegetables, 
simply don’t grow an individual crop 
or a particular group in the same 
place for two consecutive years. 

Organisation is key. Draw a plan of 
your plot and mark up what you want 
to grow, how long the crop is likely 
to occupy the ground and how much 
space it will take up, along with what 
you want to follow it with. It’s a tall 
order to be that organised, but it will 
stop you ordering far too many seeds 


and plants which you won’t have 
room to grow. 

Some crops occupy the ground for 
most of the year, such as sprouting 
broccoli, winter cauliflower and 
Brussels sprouts. Others are fast 
growing, such as radishes, salad 
leaves and spinach, which can utilise 
space in between slow-growing 
crops. 

Some crops are sown in spring and 
harvested by midsummer, giving you 
space to grow something else. If your 
early potatoes are dug up in June, the 
space they leave could be taken up 
with frost-tender vegetables such as 
French beans and courgettes. 

Crops such as broad beans, which 
are over by mid or late summer, can 
be followed by spring cabbage or 
quick-growing salad crops which will 
last to the autumn if they are 
protected with horticultural fleece. 

Some gardeners believe that 
certain vegetables grow better 
planted next to particular neighbours. 
Good companions for beetroot, for 
instance, include cabbage, green 
beans and onions, but don’t put them 
with tomatoes or asparagus. 

Onions are good plant partners to 
carrots, leeks, lettuce, parsnips and 
tomatoes, but may not do well 
planted with green beans and peas. 

Whatever space you have, crop 
rotation and forward planning will 
help you make the most of your plot 
and reap huge rewards on the dinner 
table.

WHEN did you last regard a 
journey by motor car as an 
adventure? The Morgan 3 
Wheeler is launched to bring the 
fun and passion back to 
personal transport. Lift the 
safety catch from the “bomb 
release” starter, hear the 
massive twin cylinders detonate 
and choose your favourite 
destination. 

The iconic design of the 
Morgan Threewheeler has been 
updated with 21st Century 
technology. The powertrain is a 
V Twin fuel injected engine 
mated to a Mazda 5 speed (and 
reverse) gearbox.

EU gender ruling ‘confuses equality with fairness’: AA 


LAST week’s EU Gender 
Directive ruling, which 
means that insurance pre¬ 
mium variations between 
men and women must end 
by December 2012, has 
infuriated motoring 
organisations and caused 
dismay among insurers. 

Insurers will no longer be 
able to use the exemption for 
insurance to base female 
driver premiums on statistics 
which show that they have 
lower accident rates and costs. 
The average 18-year-old male 
claim cost is £4,400 compared 
to the average 18-year-old 
female claims cost of £2,700. 

“Because insurers will no 


longer be able to take gender 
into account, their overall 
approach to setting premium 
prices is likely to become 
more cautious, meaning it’s 
likely that drivers of all ages 
will be hit with further rises,” 
said Mike Hoban, marketing 
director of Confused.com. 
“The average motorist saw a 
38.2 per cent rise in the 
average premium during 2010. 

“In particular, young female 
drivers are likely to suffer. 
Women drivers aged 17-20 
saw a 37.5 per cent increase in 
premium price during 2010, 
making the average policy for 
this group £1,694. 

“Despite being £999 more 
than the average female 


premium across all age 
groups, it’s over £1,200 less 
than males the same age. Men 
aged 17-20 pay on average 
£2,976 for an annual fully 
comprehensive premium. As 
age increases the differential 
between male and female 
prices decreases, meaning it 
will be younger drivers who 
can least afford it that suffer 
the most.” 

“Few drivers will welcome 
this ruling,” said lohn Miles, 
from Gocompare.com. “It 
won’t make insurance fairer, it 
will make it more expensive in 
many cases and make the 
calculation of premiums less 
transparent for everyone. 

“While the timeframe is 


more realistic than some in 
the industry feared, anything 
that may cause premiums to 
rise in future is bad news for 
drivers. The average car 
insurance premium has risen 
by almost £650 to £1,332 in the 
last three years - a 94 per cent 
increase. As well as higher 
premiums, the ruling is likely 
to lead to higher levels of 
insurance fraud and 
uninsured driving as drivers 
struggle to meet the growing 
cost of keeping a car on the 
road. 

“In the longer term, drivers 
will be looking to insurers to 
develop more innovative 
solutions. Telematics based 
‘pay-as-you-drive’ products 


could be further developed to 
allow insurers to more 
accurately match a driver’s 
insurance premium to their 
actual risk.” 

AA Insurance greeted the 
European Court of fustice 
decision with disappointment, 
although it welcomed the 
transition period until 
December 21, 2012, giving the 
industry time to revise its 
rating structure, which it says 
should minimise the risk of 
sharp premium increases, 
especially for young women. 

“The use of gender in cal¬ 
culating insurance risk has 
been a fundamental principle 
of the UK’s risk-based motor 
insurance structure for 


decades, although it has been 
a thorn in the EC’s side since 
2002,” said Simon Douglas, 
director of AA Insurance. 

“The court has now agreed 
with EU Advocate General 
fuliane Kokott’s view that the 
opt-out enjoyed by the UK 
and some other countries is 
not compatible with the 
principles of equality guaran¬ 
teed in European legislation. 

“However, it’s important not 
to confuse equality with 
fairness. The calculation of 
car insurance premiums 
based on risk is by definition 
fair, but is incompatible with 
gender equality,” he says.
